of the ſaid Children; carefully avoiding all Rail- 
ing, Scolding, and every Kind of Immorality; 
and not permitting the Children to play at Cards, 
or any other improper or hurtful Games. 
And if at any Time hereafter the Governors 
ſhall diſapprove of your Conduct as a Nurſe, and 
ſhall give you Notice to quit the ſaid Houſe, you 
Mall -= ſo, peaceably and quietly, within three 
Months after you have received ſuch Notice; 
that ſo ——_—_— a Work as Chriſt's Hoſpital may 
not receive any Interruption by your Means. 
Tou ſhall ſabmit to all ſuch Orders as have 
been, or ſhall from time to time be deviſed by 
the Gereradrs, and to ſuch Directions as ſhall at 

any Time be given you by the Upper Miſtreſs 
for the good Management of the ee com- 
mitted to your Care. 

You ſhall ſee that the Children g0 to Bed clean 
waſhed; and that they be not out of their Rooms 
after Eight at Night from Lach- Day to Michael- 
mas, or after —— at Night from Michaelmas 70 
Lady-Day. 

N You ſhall comb and cleanſe all your Childrens 
Heads three Times every Week in Winter, and 
oftener in Summer; waſh their Necks once in 
ſeven Days; and ſee that their Feet be waſhed 
once in every Month; and at ſuch Times you 


ſhall — ore if N of them have the 
io Itch; 
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Itch; and, if you have any Doubt about the 
* Clearneſs of any Child, you ſhall*preſent her as 
ſoon as poſſible to the Surgeon and Apothecary 
for his Direction: And you ſhall keep every Part 
of the Childrens“ Apparel and Bedding whole 
and clean, that they may go to their School 
perfectly decent every Day; without any Trouble 
to the Upper Miſtreſs to remind * of —_ 
Duty in that reſpect. 

Tou ſhall provide ſufficient ſweet: and whole- 
ſome Diet for the Children, to the Satisfaction 
of the Upper Miſtreſs and the Baan "_ 
P 

You ſhall take Care that all the C hildren be ben 
to School by Seven o Clock in the Morning in the 
Summer, and by Eight in the Winter Seaſon; 
and that no Girl abſent herſelf without Leave of 
the Upper Miftreſs ; and if you detain any Child 
on account of Sickriefs, Lameneſs, or Accident, 
you ſhall give Notice thereof to the Miſtreſs 
of ſuch Child; and ſhall be vigilant that ſhe may 
ha ſeen by the Surgeon and Apothecary as ſoon 
ble. 
ou ſhall ſee that the Children are covered 
in their Beds before you go to Reſt, to prevent 
their taking Cold. 

You ſh all, after the Children are gone to Bed, 
employ yourſelf in mending their Wearing Ap- 
parel, or in other neceſſary Employments for their 
ne fit. 

You ſhall conſtantly attend Divine Service with 
the Girle every Sunday at the Pariſh. Church, 

Morging 
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Morning and Afternoon, unleſs prevented by 
IIlneſs, or aſſigning to the Upper Miſtreſs good 
Cauſe for your Abſence. 

You ſhall not lodge or entertain any Child. 
Except the ſaid Girls, or any other as £; ſave 
ſuch as may be neceſſary to aſſiſt you in the Care 

You ſhall not be abſent from your Houſe 2 
fingle Day or Night without Permiſſion from the 
Upper Miſtreſs. 

T his Charge points out ſome of the principal Du- 
ties of your Office, which you are hereby flriftly en- 
joined to perform; and to be at all Times ſo circum- 
ſpe in your general Conduft that it may be a fair 
and profitable Example to the Children committed to 
your Care; and you are not to concern yourſelf with 
any other Perſon's Office; but ſeeing any Thing amiſs, 
you ſhall acquaint the Upper Miſtreſs therewith, and 
Fake no further Consern therein, . 
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
